ADDRESS 


Of the Right Honourable the 


[ ords Spiricual and Temporal 
In PAR LLAMEN T Aflembled. 
Die Sabbathi 2%. eMarty, 1694, 
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EASE, Icmporal in Parliament AC 
—Y ſembled, having Reſolved 
by the Unanimous Vote of 
this Houſe, T hat the Send- 
5 ing fo great a Fleet into the 

e Mediterranean, and Con- 
tinuing 1t in thoſe Parts, has been to the Honour 
and Advantage of Your Majeſty and Your 
Kingdoms ; and having Spent ſome T ime upon 
Conſideration of the Condition of the Fleet both 
at Home and Abroad, and of the great Encreaſe 
of the Naval Force and Strength of our Neigh- 
bours, Conceive it to be our Duty to Your Ma- 
zeſty and the Kingdom, Humbly to Repreſent, 
That the Honour and Safety of this Nation, un- 
der the Providence of God, chiefly Depends up- 
on Your Strength at Sea. And whereas, by the 
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long Continuance of this War, the Num- 
ber of Your Ships muſt have been Diminiſhed, 
and thoſe Remaining greatly Impaired, We think 
it of the higheſt Importance to Your Maſjefttes 
Service, and the Security and Intereſt of Your 
People, That You would be Pleaſed to Give ſuch 
Speedy and Eftecual Dire&tons tor the Repair 
and Encreaſe of Your Royal Navy, as may 
Enable Your Majeſty, not only to Continue a 
Strength 1n the +6 during this War, 
which may be/Supertour to that of our Enemies, 
but likewiſe to Maintain ſuch a Force here at 
Home, and in the Weft-Inates, as ſhall be a Se- 
curity for our Coaſts and Plantations, and a Pro- 
tection of our Trade, and Sufficient both for the 
Annoying of our Enemies, and for the Protecting 
and Convoying all ſuch Stores and Proviſions as 
- muſt be Sent to the Fleet in thoſe Parts ; upon 
the Effeual and Timely Providing whereof, 
the Safety of that Part of Your Majeities Navy 


does ſo much Depend.

To which His Majeſty was pleaſed to Return a 


moſt Gracious Anfwer, to the Effect following : 


Am very Senſible how much Our Safety depends 
wpon Our Strength at Sea, and therefore cannot 
but Defire the Encreaſe of it. 


And I ſhall not be Wanting to do what is in My 
Power, as to the Matters mentioned in your Addreſs. 
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
